Electronics Technicians 
Needed Throughout Area 


The Electronics Committee from 
Business and Industry for the 
Monterey Peninsula College has 
been conducting a survey. The 
purpose is to determine the need 
for electronics technicians during 
the next two years in the area 
served by MPC, San Jose, Foot- 
hill, and San Mateo college. 

While returns are far from com- 
plete the results to date have been 
startling. One third of the firms in 
the area provided the following in- 
formation. To meet the needs of 
these firms two hundred fifty-seven 
maintenance, nine hundred research 
and development, and nine hun- 
dred ten test technicians will be 
needed. 

The positions of maintenance 
technicians require a high school 
diploma and some technical train- 
ing. Test and R and D technicians 
require graduation with an As- 
sociate in Arts degree with a ma- 
jor in electronics. 

The colleges can train fewer than 
forty technicians each per year. 


Considering the need indicated by 
the survey, there wil lbe more than 
twenty positions open for each ap- 
plicant.

At Laguna Seca 


Tomorrow morning at 10 a.m., 
the Laguna Seca road racing track 
will come alive with the roar of 
Many engines. Over one hundred 
drivers have entered for the first 
of two races to be held in 1959. 

saturday’s schedule will begin 
with three hours of practice to let 
the pilots become aware of what 
their cars will do and to acquaint 
themselves with the tricky course. 
At two in the afternoon six twenty 
minute qualifying races will begin. 

This year’s race will not resemble 
the race held last November in 
which seven drivers were injured 
on number two turn. An inspection 
committee has approved the track 
as one of the ten championship 
courses on the West Coast. This 
approval would not have been 
given if turn two had not been 
widened. 

All races will be run on time 
basis this year with the car that 
has traveled the greater distance 
at the end of a specific time being 
the winner. There will only be two 
times in the races; twenty minutes 
and forty-five minutes. 

Sunday’s event will begin with a 
warmup period at ten and the first 
race following at eleven. The first 
race will be a 45 minute affair for 
cars under 1100 cc’s with five more 
45 minute races to follow. 

The day’s feature event will be 
the unlimited class for cars above 
2500 cc’s and is scheduled to start 
shortly before 5 in the afternoon. 

Of special interest to people on 
the peninsula will be the car that 
John P. Kunstle, local sports car 
dealer is planning to enter. The car 
was being built for this race and is 
thought to have a power to weight 
ration of 5 pounds per horsepower. 
It will probably be powered by an 
American made engine.

Bates, who is from East Los 
Angeles State, also won over Wil- 
liams in the 100 yard dash even 
though they were both timed at 
9.7. 

As a result of the two seconds by 
Williams MPC finished in ninth 
place with 16 points. Only two 
other Northen California schools 
finished ahead of the Lobos. Glen- 
dale JC won the meet with 56 
while College of the Sequois was 
second with 3414. 

...In the meet two national junior 
college records were broken and 
another tied. In the pole vault a 
national record was broken when 
Voyce Hendrix of Fresno City Col- 
lege cleared the bar at 14 feet, 534 
inches. In an unscheduled event 
Dick Tomlinson of San Diego 
threew the javelin 231 feet, 4% inch 
which was 16 feet over the old rec- 


ord. Don Ramos of Sacramento 
equalled another record with a 
time of 46.9 in the 440. 

Chales Clark, double winner 


from Santa Ana, was named the 


outstanding performer in the meet. 
Clark set a new state mark in the 
mile run with a clocking of four 
minutes, twelve and three tenths 
seconds. 

Larry Guilford and Williams will 
travel to Stanford tomorrow for 
the Pacific Athletic Assn. meet. 
They will both compete unattach- 
ed as it is not a meet for specific 
schools. Guilford also has qualified 
for the AAU Championships in 
Denver by placing third in 120 
high hurdles at the Fresno relays 
with a time of 14.5, Williams will 
have to place in the top three at 
Stanford to be able to make the 
Colorado trip. Both Guilford and 
Williams hope to write a successful 
end to one of the best track sea- 
sons in recent years by placing or 
winning their respective events at 
Stanford tomorrow. 


One More Record Set By 
Top Sprinter, Williams 


In addition to the records Jackie 
Williams has set at the meets he 
has participated in this year, the 
top Lobo sprinter has also set one 
additional record. Williams is the 
first man in the El Yanqui’s history 
to be chosen Lobo of the Week 
five consecutive times.
